ities, it was stated several hours after 
the explosion, umy bo larger when a 
complete check is made ot Hie Occu- 
pants of the dwellings, and' the ruins 
arc examined. 


The detonation of the explosion was 


heard throughout the city 
and the 


thousands who flocked to the 
scene 


added to the confusion and made dif- 
fiicult the work of the police und vol- 
unteer rescue parties.
